2. Claims 1 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Rieder et al. Rieder et a! discloses a light cutter 26 of a lamp for projector, 
comprising: a fan 47 which produces airflow; a light lamp 17 which is placed 
within the airflow produced by said fan; a ventilator 24 which is placed beside 
said light lamp; and at least one light cutter 26 which is placed between said light 
lamp and said ventilator by means of shielding the emitting light toward said 
ventilator to prevent the light leak out of the projector. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action:

4. Claims 1 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Miller et al. Miller et al discloses a light cutter 14 of a lamp for projector, 
comprising: a fan 25 which produces airflow; a light lamp 2 which is placed within 
the airflow produced by said fan; a ventilator 22 which is placed beside said light 
lamp; and at least one light cutter 14 which is placed between said light lamp and 
said ventilator by means of shielding the emitting light toward said ventilator to 
prevent the light leak out of the projector. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 2-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Prior Art 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Hsieh and Kacheria disclose ventilated light projectors 
which are similar to applicant's invention.
